SEATTLE (Wash.) March 
fishing and sailing schooner, George W. 


completely wrecked Monday morfning, 
thirty miles off the Columbia River. 
One member of the crew, an Indian, 
wast lost. The entire crew had a nar- 
row escape from death. 

News of the accident reached Seattle 
this morning on the arrival of the 
steamer Montara from San Franciaco. 
The Montara picked up the crew, and 
brought them to Seattle. 

For more than fourty-eight hours 
the Prescott and its crew floundered i1 
the waves. Frequentiy there were wash- 
ed overboard, Finally, they were com- 
pelled to tie themselves to the wreck, 
and await assistance. For fifty-six 
hours they were drenched to the skin, 
without food and every minute expect- 
ing to be dashed to pieces.

“On this point the Argentine Min- 
ister of Relations in hig note 
remarks that the capitaiiet who sup- 
plies any money to a¢foreign State al- 
ways takes into consideration the re- 
sources of the country and the more 
or less probability that the obligation 
will be filled without difficulty. Dr. 
Drago says further: ‘The compulsory 
and immediate demand for payment at 
a given moment of a public debt by 
means of force would not produce other 
than the ruin of the weaker nations

BALL WAS OVER. 


School Children at Santa Barbara—

SANTA BARBARA, Marca 12.--Do- 
lorez Ruiz was shot and perhaps fatally 
wounded at Montecito last night as & 
result of a quarrel had at a dance 
earlier in the evening at Mira Monte.

Ruiz remonstrated, 
and hot words ensued, but there was 
no act of violence until the men met 
on the road after the dance, as above 
related.

Unsightly iron chimneys are 
beginning to mar many a beautiful 
Iwodscape. Huge advertising boards 
with their hideous colored pictures 
disfigure the street corners. The roade 
are not as well wateréd or olled as 
formerly, and dust is more prevalent. 
And after a rain. many a road is al- 
most blocked by impassable mudholes. 
Even Orange Grove avenue, which 
would otherwise be one of the most 
beautiful streets in America, is dis- 
figured by telegraph wires, which on 
a win day are as annoying to the 
ear as'to the eye. A tclegraph wire 
is a& much out of place ip such an 
avenue as .would be a clothesline 
strung across the parlor of library of 
one of jts beautiful residences.
